Michael Disolle, who took over again os 


price control administrator during the closing 


weeks of the Truman Administration, said that 


under economic and international conditions 


existing now or likely to exist in the near fu­ 


ture there is no possibility of safely eliminat­ 


ing direct controls. 
Even if matters improve 


to the extent where direct controls can be elim­ 


inated, standby controls, which could be in­ 


stantly put into effect without congressional 


action, would still be necessary 


Of this on association representing thous­ 


ands of retail stores observed, "W e can't buy 


ony cf that. 
Direct controls of themselves 


serve no purpose whatsoever. 
They ore mean­ 


ingless todoy; and in the event of any new 


emergency, inflation should be curbed by us­

He then emphaszed that todoy people ore 


concerned not only with the price of meat bht 


even more with the problem of getting o 


Supply of it for their personal consumption. 


"There olso is a new appreciation of the food 


value, the healthfulness of meat ond its de­ 


sirability in the 
diet/'

added. 
"Thirty 


years ogo a great deal of propaganda wos 


bemg circulated about meat— that meat caus­ 


ed o wide variety of ailments, ranging from 


kidney trouble to housemaid's knee 
Today, 


os a result of medical, nutritional and other 


scientific research, doctors ore recommending 


meat in reducing diets os well os in the doily 


diet, ond also in the diet of the sick ond those 


recovering from surgery." 


Particularly impressive evidence os to the 


importance of meat wos produced during the 


war. The American soldiers’ diet contained a 


higher proportion of meat and meat products 


than that of th# other combatants.

A few weeks ago ground was broken for two 


huge new electric generating stations

gether they will be among the world's largest 


suppliers of power, with o capacity of nearly 


233,000,000 kilowatts. 


There are several noteworthy facts about 


these plants. 
They will burn coal and will 


supply power at a fraction of a cent per kilo­ 


watt hour 
They will have but one customer— 


the Atomic Energy Commission.

not being built by the government, with the 


people's tax money.

Milk fat lambs were strong 
to 50 rents higher and topjWI at 
$23, a new high for this year s 
crop of genuine spring lambs. Top 
for old crop wooled fat lambs was 
provided by the F F A and 4-H 
Club youths of Cottle and King 
Countips, who brought their lambs 
to Fort Wonth and sold them at 
$22 
This was the first experi­ 
ment in feeding lambs for these 
youngsters. 
The sheep country, major por­ 
tions of it, got the best rains in a 
long, long time, and jubilant sheep 
men in those areas had hopes for 
green feed in the near future. 
Crain farmers in the area would 
make grain, and the possibility of 
some early grass and weeds that 
would make fat spring lamhs was 
enhanced.

Ev ery one starts with a certain 
amount of phy sical capita! and 
as a personal business proposition 
it is worthwhile to preserv e. 
In 
infancy and childhood our phy si­ 
cal resources, as a rules, are safe­ 
guards for us. As we grow older, 
the responsibility for doing so 
rests upon the indiv idual. 
The 
critical period for many comes in 
middle life with the sudden reali­ 
zation that the phy sical capita! is 
y ielding diminishing returns in the 
way of phy sical well being. 
The records of health depart­ 
ments and of insurance companies 
show that from 10 to 15 y ears hav e 
been added to the av erage length 
of life. But the same records show 
that a majority of the deaths are 
due to the degenerativ e diseases 
of middle age. 
Nearly all of these diseases 
hav e slow beginning;, ar.d their 
onset discov ered through phy sical 
examinations before they hav e 
gained serious headway . 
Earlv 
detection, adjustment of phy sical 
expenditures and better budget­ 
ing of activ ities under a ph.v si- 
cier s direction will help shift the 
balance from the unfav orable to 
the fav orable side of the ledger.
